John Pierpont: Morgan, international 
banker, has become the nominal head 
of the United States Steel Corporation 
founded by his father. 

The bard of directors, meeting here 
today, elected Mr. Morgan as chairman 
of the board to succeed Elbert H. Gary, 
who died last August. Myron C. Taylor, 
attorney and corporation executive, was 
named as chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, a post also held by Mr. Gary 
James A. Farrell continues as president 
of the corporation and becomes its chief 
executive officer, under the direction 
and supervision of the finance com- 
mittee and the board of directors, 

This action virtually places the des- 
tinies of the corporation in the hands 
of a triumvirate representing finance, 
business and steel. While Mr. Morgan 
is the titular head of the corporation 
the chairman of the board no longer is 
an executive officer. Mr. Farrell, as 
chief executive, is under direction of

Confession Made,to Use 
Loeb Program, Says 
Detective Chief. 


CROWDS FILL COURT 
FOR VIEW OF SLAYER 


No Sign of Violence Seen as 
Prisoner Arrives at the 
scene of Kidnaping. 


Los Angeles, Dec. 27 (A.P.).—Brought 
Safely back to the city where less than 
two weeks ago he brutally killed Marian 
Parker, 12-year-old school girl, and dis- 
membered her body, William Edward 
Hickman was.in the county jail here 
tonight awaiting arraignment’ next 
Thursday on a charge of murder. 

Despite the intense public feeling 
aroused over the kidnaping and killing 
of the Parker girl, there were no out- 
breaks today when Hickman was re- 


turned from Pendleton, Oreg., where he 
was captured last week. No effort was 
made.to seize him from his guards on 
the way from the train to the jail. 

A crowd of about 4,000 persons had 
gathered about the county building 
when officers arrived with Hickman 
The throng, however, seemed impelled 
more by curiosity than any intent to 
attempt violence. 

No demonstration occurred although 
there was a surge forward against the 
police lines when the prisoner was 
taken from the motor car which bore 
him from the train and hurried into 
the building. 


OIL LAW REFORM BILL 
PASSES MEXICAN DEPUTIES; - 
COOLIDGE LIMITS ARMS BAN 


President, Modifying Embargo on Arms, Permits Sale| 
of Plane Like That in Which Mrs. Lindbergh Made 
Flight; Son Seen as “Good-Will” Harbinger. 


(Associated Press.) 

Executive acts tending to crystallize 
into definite form the atmosphere of 
rapprochement between Mexico and 
the United States that surrounded the 
Lindbergh flight from Washington to 
Mexico City came t@the surface yester- 
day in both capitals. 

President Calles moved toward the 
amendment of his republic’s oil laws 
in conformity with the recent decision 
of the Supreme Court of Mexico in the 
Mexican Petroleum Co. drilling permit 
case, apparently with the purpose of 
eliminating retroactive features of ar- 
ticles 14 and 15. against which Ameri- 
can companies have appealed to the 
Mexican courts. 

President Coolidge made it known 
that the Washington Government was 
preparing to ease the arms embargo 
against Mexico to permit importaticn 
by the Mexican government of air- 
planes and other munitions from the 
United States, 


Ford Plane to be Purchased 
The State Department announced 
that a license had been issued to 
permit the Mexican government to 
purchase a Ford plane'similar to the

one in which Mrs. Evangeline Lind- 
bergh flew to Mexico City to join her 
son for the Christmas holidays. 

The action of the Mexican president 
came as a complete surprise not only 
to the State Department but to the 
Mexican Embassy here. No authorized 
comment on the significance of the 
proposed amendments to Mexican oii 
laws that have been the main bone of 


diplomatic contention between the two 
governments for the last two years 


was available either at the department 
or the embassy. 


Other Cases in Question. 


The fact, however, that President 
Calles has seen fit to take prompt 
measures for bringing those laws into 
conformity with the court ruling that 
the cancellation of drilling permits in 
the Mexican petroleum case was un- 
constitutional obviously has further re- 
lieved tension.

visiting her .and attending George 
Washington University. 

Shortly after their arrival at what 
seemed to be a delightful spot for skat- 
ing, the five were making merry on the 
ice. The boy got onto a weak spot in 
the ice, and it cracked, plunging him 


into the water. Semple skated to the 
spot where the ice had cracked, and 
lying prone, tried to drag Bradley from 
the water. 

The weight and force of the double 
load was too much, and before the child 
could be brought to a place of safety, 
the ice had cracked further and Semple 
was in the water. For a few minutes 
the two struggled to retain their hoid 
on the now rapidly spreading ice, Sem- 
ple keeping the boy’s head above the 
surface. 

Dr. Van Dusen, who was skating some 
distance off, was attracted by the 
screams of the young women in the 
party, and rushed to the aid of his 
companions. The doctor essayed the 
same tactics that Semple had worked 
in trying to extricate the boy, but they 
proved futile. In the meantime he sent 
the women into the woods to get poles. 

Skating to the bank about a hundred 
feet distant the young women were 
forced to remove their shoes to which 
their skates were attached before they 
could climb the s eep shore. Return- 
ing with poles they did not wait to put 
on the skates but rushed across the 
ice in their stockinged feet. As they 
neared the spot where the man and 
boy clung to the ice, cracking ‘-e 
warned them as they hurried on, and 
ice-cold water overflowing from the 
break, numbed their limbs,but they re- 
peated this until the water was full of 
floating poles and wood 

Dr. Van Dusen finally dragged 
the boy to safety. After the 

boy had been landed, Dr. Van Dusen 
extended the pole to Semple, but the 
pole broke. By this time the women 
had gotten other poles, and a plank, 
and part of the bottom of an old boat. 
These they threw to Semple in an ef- 
fort to keep the rapidly weakening man 
above the surface. But he was too 
weak to save himself and he toppled 
into the river. 

The Dickinson youth had skated off 
to the Anglers’ Club, where he was 
taken in and warmed 

After learning of the accident Dr. 
Dickinson obtained grappling hooks 
and rushed to the scene of the tragedy 
in an effort to recover the body of the 
man who had given up his life for his 
son. His efforts were futile, however, 
and at a late hour this morning the 
body had not been revcovered. 

The Dickinson boy was under the 
care of a physician last night, suffer- 
ing from shock and expozsure. He was 
home for the Christmas holidays from 
the Willeston Academy at Easthampton, 
Mass. 

Semple, it was understood, has no 
relatives living in Washington, his 
parents residing in Topeka, Kans. He 
came to Washington about 18 months 
ago and was rated as an assistant 
physicist at the Bureau of Standards, 
and was regarded as one of the most 
promising young scientists at that in- 
stitution. During the winter he had 
heen taking night classes at the George 
Washington University.

ing tax exemption, comparing all these 
classes of property both as to area and 
value. 

The commission would then “lay 
down a formula to be annually ap- 
plied to the assembled basic facts to 
determine what percentage of appro- 
priations for the expenses of the Dis- 
trict shall be paid by the United 
States,” which percentage should be 
certified to the Commissioners and to 
Congress by the Bureau of the Budget. 

Whereas the Zihlman bill provides 
no funds for the committee, the Hav- 
enner plan calls for an appropriation of 
$50,000 and authority to employ clerks. 

The commission would be required 
to organize within 60 days after pas- 
sage of the bill and complete its work 
by the frist Monday in December, 1928, 
and then pass out of existence. 

The council approved pending bills to 
increase the salaries of the Commis- 
Sioners and the assistants to the En- 
gineer Commissioner and to amend the 
act creating Howard University.

School of Government to Be 


Established Under the 
Terms of Offer. 


IDEALS OF WASHINGTON 
PROMOTED BY DONATION 


Resolutions Signed by Su- 
preme Council Head and Col- 
lege Official at Temple. 


The largest gift in the history of 
educational institutions in this city 
was made yesterday when President 
Cloyd Heck Marvin, of George Wash- 
ington University, announced that the 
board of trustees at the institution had 
accepted $1,000,000 from the supreme 
council of the inspectors general, 
Knights Commanders of the Ancient 
and Accepted Scottish Rite of Free 
Masonry of the Southern Jurisdiction 
of the’ United States. 

The offer was recently made to the 
institution and was accepted last week 
at a full board meeting. The gift is 
for the establishment and maintenance 
of a school of government to be one of 
the various departments of the institu- 
tion. Its inception took place at the 
October meeting of the supreme coun- 
cil, at which time Capt. John H. 
Cowles, grand commander, of Wash- 
ington and Lexington, Ky.; Perry W.

This committee drafted a set of reso- 
lutions which were presented and made 
public yesterday afternoon. The final 
copy was signed at the Scottish Rite 
Temple yesterday morning, Capt. Cowles 
and Judge Day representing the Masons 
and President John Bell Larner, of the 
board of trustees of George Washing- 
ton University, and President. Marvin 
representing the institution. 

The resolutions accompanying the gift 
calls attention to the effort of George 
Washington, as mentioned in his last 
will and testament, to specifically pro- 
vide for the maintenance of a national 
institution to aid in completing the 
education of young men in all branches 
of political literature, in arts and 
sciences and in acquiring knowledge in 
the principles of politics and govern- 


ment. 
Gift For Education. 


The gift was made “to further em- 
phaize his Judgment upon the value of 
education to the young men of the 
Nation. He called attention to the great 
danger to them, as future citizens, of 
contracting from alien sources, before 
their minds are formed,” principles un- 
friendly to the republican government 
and to the true and genuine liberties of 
mankind, which thereafter are rarely 
overcome.” 

The resolution points out that the 
securities so set apart by Gen. Wash- 
ington depreciated to such an extent 
as to defeat the plan and purpose of 
the testator. The teachings of the 
Scottish Rite of Freemasonry conform 
in all ideals and respects to those 
ideals of Washington, according to the 
resolutions, emphasizing in its rituals, 
liturgies, books and periodicals, the 
fact that its Freemasonry has ever been 
the friend and supporter of constitu- 
tional government, especially in the 
principles of American institutions. 

After a careful survey of the condi- 
tions surrounding George Washington 
University and after mature and care- 
ful deliberation, the supreme council 
reached the conclusion that the insti- 
tution met its requirements for the 
establishment of a school of govern- 
ment. 

The supreme council concluded that 
it could best promote its ideals and 
thus hasten the fruition and desire -of 
George Washington and thereby ap- 
propriated out of the funds of its 
treasury $1,000,000 as a “memorial to 
George Washington, the Mason.” 

Capt. Cowles, grand commander, was 
‘authorized to enter into negotiations 
with George Washington University. 
These negotiations were recently con- 
cluded and the announcement was 
made yesterday by the representatives 
of the institution and the supreme 
council. 


Great Aid to Education. 


Dr. Marvin, of George Washington 
University, spoke in behalf of the in- 
stitution as follows: 

“This is not only one of the most 
generous gifts to education in America. 
but one of the most significant. 

“George Washington intended to 
endow a University within the limits 
of the District of Columbia and set 
aside certain securities for that pur- 
pose. From what we know of his am- 
bitions and aims, we can only conclude 
that it was his desire to see a great 
institution which could exert a strong 
influence in developing fundamentally 
sound citizenship. 

“Your supreme council now makes 
that ambition possible by offering an 
endowment for a ‘school of govern- 
ment,’ which will meet the scope and, 
in purpose, the great principles enun- 
ciated in the Constitution of the 
United States.” 

“The establishment of such an insti- 
tution at this time is not only fitting 
but peculiarly appropriate. 

“In these days when pernicious in- 
fluences are at work to spread through- 
out the land subversive types of gov- 
ernmental ideals; when false social 
and political ideals are being engen- 
dered and fostered by partisan organi- 
zations, and when prosperity tends to 
make us careless of our sacred trust of 
American ideals, mere theoretical teach- 
ing of tgecrsr science and mere exhor- 
tation to good citizenship do not and 
can not achieve such purposes. 

“Young men and women must not 
only study political theory but they 
must also study our governmental pro- 
cedure and know how it really works, 
to realize the fundamental principles 
of the Constitution. Such practical 
study of the Government in action can 
best be carried on in Washington.”

DETECTIVE PROMOTIONS 
STUDIED BY DOUGHERTY 


Commissioners May Rule on 
Hesse’s Recommendations 
at Meeting Today. 


Proctor L. Dougherty, District Com- 
missioner in charge of police, yesterday 
studied the recommendations of Maj. 
Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent of po- 
lice, for reorganization of the Detec- 
tive Bureau. The Commissioners at 
their meeting today may decide on 
whether or not to authorize the 
changes proposed by Hesse, which the 
latter wisnes to have made effective 
January 1. 

In his official recommendation to 
the Commissioners Maj. Hesse said 
that the designation of Detective Ser- 
geants E. J. Kelly, Joseph E. Morgan 
and W. O. Embrey as lieutenants will 
involve no increase of salary, as they 
now are drawing lieutenants’ pay. The 
salary rate of detective sergeants is the 
same as that of Heutenants. Their 
rank as sergeants drawing lieutenants’ 
salaries is temporary during their as- 
signment to the Detective Bureau. If 
transferred from the bureau they would 
again become privates. 

It is proposed that Lieut. Walter 
Emerson, designated as captain, with 
captain’s pay, will still be second in 
command of the Detective Bureau un- 
der Inspector H. G. Pratt, assistant 
superintendent of police, in charge of 
the uniformed force as well ac the 
bureau. In Pratt’s absence Emerson 
will be acting chief of detectives, Other- 
wise he will be on a par of authority 
with Embrey and Morgan, designated 
as lieutenants, having “is ‘iours changed 
from 4 p. m. to midnight, as at present, 
to 8 a. m, to 4 p. m. Morgan will com- 
mand the bureau under Pratt from 4 
p. m. to midnight instead of from 4 
a. m. to 5 p. m., as at present, and 
Embrey will be in charge from mid- 
night to 8 a. m. 

Keliy will have a roving commission 
that will take him into precincts as 
well as in the Detective Bureau, in 
charge of criminal investigation. He 
will have no authority, Hesse says, over 
Emerson, Embrey and Morgan. All 
four assignments &re pending promo- 
tional civil service examinations about 
to be held, according to Hesse. After 
eligible lists are established by the ex- 
aminations he will have to take 
lieutenants from the lists.

Away on another aerial voyage of 
almost 3,000 miles to the Central Amer- 
ican capitals, Col. Charles A. Lindbergh 
who brought a message of good wi 
from the United States to Mexico, will 
take off for Guatemala City soon after 
dawn tomorrow morning.

Col. Lindbergh will spend. about two 
days in each of the Central American 
capitals, proceeding from Guatemala 
City to Belize, San Salvador, Teguci- 
galpa, Managua, Sna Jose and Pan- 
ama, and thence to Havana. Plans for 
any further flight have not yet been 
disclosed 


Dry Law Injunction

Drs Little Urges Experiments 
Be Turned From Insect 
to Animal World. 


WOMAN DENIES SHAVING 
MAKES WHISKERS GROW 


Mechanical Measures Held 
Best for Checking Encroach- 
ment of Corn Borer. 


Nashville, Tenn., Dec. 27. (A.P.).—A 

broad program for pushing out the 
boundaries of man’s knowledge of man 
was laid before the scientific world to- 
night by Dr. Clarence Cook Little, 
world-famous geneticist and president 
of the University os Michigan. 
Dr. Little delivered the annual Sig- 
ma Xi lecture on the program of the 
American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, usinp as a subject the 
field of research which has as its ob- 
ject the discovery of those natural 
laws which can be applied to the hu- 
man race in mind and body. 

“There is no doubt that medicine, 
law, sociology, the clergy-and educa- 
tion havo *ail of them become much 
more interested in and considerate of 
the findings and possibilities of re- 
search in human biology than they 
were one, five or even ten years ago,” 
he said. : 

Calling attention to the fact that 
there is a growing insistence “that the 
suppiy of defectives of various sorts 
should be controlled and diminished by 
preventing their reproduction,” he em- 
phasized the importance of turning 
from insects to mammals, such as cats, 
dogs, rabbits, mice and rats, in the 
laboratory phase of experimental genet- 
ics. There is, he expiained, “a real gap” 
between the fundamental life processes 
of man and of insects which heretofore 
have been the principal subjects for 
study. 

35 Divisiens of Probiems. 


He suggested “at least five great di- 
visions of genetic problems which are 
capable of successfui investigation in 
laboratory mammals:’ The genetic 
bases for size and growth; fertility and 
sterility, susceptibility or resistance to 
disease, lethal action of genes during 
development, and psychological differ- 
ences. 

Within these fields, among other ob- 
jectives, the research worker would seek 
the possibility of controlling the ratio 
between the sexes, of developing resist- 
ance to infectious diseases and elimina- 
tion of hereditary defects, and of gain- 
ing new light on the inheritance of 
mental characteristics. The possibility 
of developing strains and races immune 
to ailments which afflict less carefuliy 
bred members of the same species, Dr. 
Little said, “is capable of much more 
interesting analysis than has yet been 
given it.” 

The popular theory that. the more 
& man shaves the faster his beard grows 
was exploded today by a woman. 

Dr. Mildred Trotter, assistant pro- 
fessor of anatomy at Washington Uni- 
versity, St. Louis, told anthropologists 
that the use of a razor apparently had 
no effect on the growth of a beard 
Neither was there any correlation be- 
tween variation in the day’s tempera- 
ture and variation in the hair growth, 
she said. 

The beards of four men gave Dr. 
Trotter: the material for her study 
At. definite intervals during a nine- 
month period the shavings of the quar- 
tet were collected and samples of hair 
were measured. 

“The conclusion that hair on any 
particular region of the body does 
grow continuously seems to have little 
support,” said Dr. Trotter, since hair 
has an ultimate length: Hair of the 
head, if uncut rarely grows longer than 
twelve inches. It is true that after 
an area is shaved one finds by close 
inspection that the growth of hair 
is not apparent in ‘all follicles at once 
nor after a few days do all the hairs 
have the same length in follicles in 
which there is growth.” 


Corn Borer Remedies , Urged. 


The European corn borer, whose 
progress through the Northeast has 
brought it to the very edge of the 
great corn belt, can best be controlled 
by mechanical measures and cultural 
practices, researches conducted by the 
United States Bureau of Entomology 
have shown. 

D. J. Caffrey, of the bureau staff, re- 
ported today to entomologists aud 
agronomists here that the most effec- 
tive measures for stopping the borer’s 
westward march appeared. to be the 
destruction of the cornstalks and 
stubble in which the pests have been 
found. 

The refuse, he said, might be burned, 
plowed under the ground or fed to 
cattle Imported parasites, now being 
bred in this country and various insec- 
ticides were also helpful, Caffrey as- 
serted. Pointing out that the borer 
was found throughout a wide band otf 
latitude, the entomologist said there 
was n ‘climatic barrier to: prevent its 
spread over the United States wherever 
its host plants grow.) Its natural ene- 
‘mies, he added, cannot be relied upon 
to check it. 

Dr. C R. Ball, of the Federal Bureau 
of Plant Industry, characterized the 
borer as a potential menace to the 
corn states. He urged scientists to 
cooperate in the war against it.

REMUS. WITNESS, JAILED 
IN CONTEMPT, GETS BOND 


Appeals Stay Granted Berger 
After Being Sentenced 
to Ten Days. 


JURY INQUIRY ORDERED 


Cincinnati, Dec. 27 (A.P.).—John 8. 
Berger, Los Angeles exposition promo- 
ter and friend Since boyhood of George 
Remus, former “king of bootleggers,” 
was released tonight on a stay bond 


obtained from the Court of Appeals, 
after occupying a cell in Hamilton 


County jail for several hours for con- 
tempt of court. 

A ten-day sentence on the contempt 
charge was pronounced today by Com- 
mon Pleas Judge Chester R. Shook, in 
whose court Remus was tried and ac- 
quitted. 


Immediately after Berger was taken 
to jail Thomes Slattery, his attorney, 
filed proceedings in error in, the Court 
of Appeals, which granted a stay and 
fixed bond at $1,000. 

Judge Shook announced he would 
not pass on the motion to quash the 
perjury indictment against Berger, but 
would pass this or to Judge Dennis J. 
Ryan, who will“take charge of the 
criminal, division of Common Pleas 
Court for three months, beginning next 
week, 

The perjury indictment against Ber- 
ger was a result of his testimony in 
behalf of Remus, parts of which the 
Remus prosecutors declared false, and 
the contempt charge was the result of 
Berger's attempt to have the indict- 
ment quashed. When the exposition 
promoter .was called before Judge 
Shook today there also were in the 
courtroom ,the ten men and two wom- 
€n who found Remus not guilty of 
the murder of his wife Imogene last 
October 

They had signed a petition presented 
to Judge Shook by Berger in which 
they declared they believed all of 
Berger’s testimony and had based their 
acquittal verdict on it. 

Characterizing the offering of this 
petition as an “intolerate’’ attempt to 
influence the Court, Judge Shook 
severely reprimanded first Berger and 
then the jurors. In addition to the jai! 
sentence he fined the exposition pro- 
moter $250-and ordered him to begin 
serving his term immediately.

Provincetown, Mass., Dec. 27 (AP). 
Work on the second tunnel under the 
sunken submarine S-4 was halted late 
this afternoon when a strong south- 
west wind and a choppy sea forced 
Navy divers to suspend operations for 
the day. 

Six divers, working in relays, descend- 
ed during the day and half completed 
the second tunnel, located about ten 
feet forward of the S-4's gun. Given 
favorable weather tomorrow, the divers 
should complete this tunnel and then 
Capt. Ern:sté F. King and Lieut. Comdr. 
Edward Ellsberg, who are directing the 
diving operations, will be able to de- 
termine the buoyancy of the sunken 
craft and whether a tunnel for a third 
cable beneath her keel will be needed 
for the pontoons which will be used 
to raise her. 

It is the intention of the salvage 
officers to seal the hole made by the 
Coast Guard destroyer Paulding in the 
submarine’s hull and pump out the 
boat with compressed air. Commander 
Harold E. Saunders, submarine con- 
struction expert from the Portsmouth, 
N. H., Navy Yard, who will supervise 
this phase of the work, spent the day 
and part of tonight studying the in- 
terior of the S-8, sister ship of the 
sunken submarine. 

The first diver to descend today 
brought with him the two large signs 
lettered “This way forward” and “This 
way aft,” and fixed them to the S-4’s 
deck. These signs, the idea of Com- 
mander Ellsberg, are to guide the 
divers who lose their sense of direction 
in the low visibility on the ocean 
bottom. 


Navy Records Deaths. 


(Associated Press.) 

The Navy Department completed the 
records of the crew of the S-4 yester- 
day by recording the deaths of all on 
board. At the same time Secretary 
Wilbur sent the following message to 
the next of kin of each man: 

“With the official announcement by 
the Navy Department of the death of 
all persons who were on board the ill- 
fated S-4 at the time of her disaster, 
December 17, 1927, salvaging of which 
will be pushed with all possible speed, 
I desire to offer you my Own personal 
and heartfelt condolence over the 
tragic death of your gallant kinsman, 
a member of hey crew. 

“Please accept on behalf of the of- 
ficers and men of the Navy our deep- 
est sympathy. We share with you in 
the sense of personal bereavement. We 
trust that you may find comfort in 
the thought that he died at his post 
of duty and hope that your grief may 
be assuaged by Him who controls the 
eternal destiny of us all.” 

Investigation of the sinking of the 
S-4 with a view particularly to pro- 
moting the use of safety devices on 
submarines was urged yesterday . by 
Representative Updike (Republican) In- 
Giana. He wants a special committee 
appointed to make the survey. 

Declaring that he felt the Navy De- 
partment had been “grossly negli- 
gent” in not equipping submarines 
with devices to detect the presence of 
surface. craft, Mr. Updike also cr‘ti- 
cized the Navy for holding submarine 
tests near Provincetown, Mass He 
suggested that such maneuvers should 
take place off Charlestown, 8S. C., or 
Bey West, Fla.

London, Dec. 27 (A.P.).—It has been 
fortunate for King George’s subjects; 
snowed up in a most unprecedented 
manner this Christmastide, that the 
fates decreed that his majesty, as 
though in’ anticipation, should have 
proclaimed one extra day national 
holiday. This extra day has been a 
real boon, not only for humble work- 
ers, to enable them to stay at h 
until the worst aspects of the blizzard 
wefe partly obliterated, but also for 
the wealtMier classes, marooned in dis« 
tant parts of the country by snows 
clogged roads, impassable for motors. 

By the time business resumes to- 
morrow, locomotion, at least in the 
towns and cities, will again be pos- 
sible without extreme discomfort, such 
as was experienced yesterday and to- 
day. Though the blizzard continued in 
some of the southern and eastern sec- 
tions of England this afternoon, a sharp 
frost set in tonight and the snow 
ceased. 

Many stories are coming to hand of 
automobiles, omnibuses and other 
vehicles stranded in the country roads 
in huge snowdrifts, remote villages 
isolated and suffering from lack of food 
supplies, of farm animals needing to 
be dug from the drifts: while the 
strange Sight Was witnessed, even in 
London, of adventurous souls walking 
the streets on skis and showshoes. 

Paris, Dec. 27 (A.P.).—Transportation 
lines in France have been hard hit by 
storms which are general along the 
coast and scattered interior regions of 
the country. Service between Calais 
and Boulogne and the English Channel 
ports was suspended today, while all 
air lines horthward from Paris ceased 
running. Wire communication with 
England is extremely limited bécause 
of storm conditions.

CALLS FOR STATEMENT 


(Associated Press.) 

In a communication to President 
Coolidge, the National Counoil of Cath- 
olic Women protested yesterday against 
what was termed the “unchristian ahd 
the uncivilized persecution carried on 
in Mexico by the Calles government.” 

The communication, signed by the 
president of the council, Mary G. 
Hawks, requested that “our ‘own Gov« 
ernment take effective steps to sho®¥ 
before the wofld its disapproval of such 
tyranny.” 

“The intimate relations established 
by out ambassador with Président 
Calles, and the visit of Gol, Lindbergh 
are widely interpreted as condoning, 
if not approving, the method by which 
the' Calles government seeks to destroy 
liberty of religion, liberty of the press 
and liberty of education,” according to 
the letter. 

Asserting that the press was strange- 


ly silent on “outrages and mutilations,” 


the communication cited “instances of 
brutality toward priests, nuns and 
members of the Catholic Church. 

“In reply to former protests against 
the un-American, as well as uncivilized, 
tyranny of the Calles regime, our Gov- 
ernment has stated that it is not with- 
in its province to interfere in the in- 
ternal quesions of another country,” it 
said 

It concluded with the request for 
some “statement that will reassure our 
people that our own country stands 
true in its international relations to 
those principles of human rights and 
human liberty which we know to be our 
own salvation and which we have al- 
ways claimed to champion before the 
world.” 


Calles May Buy Plane 
Like Mrs. Lindbergh’s 


Mexico City, Dec. 27 (A.P.).—The 
Mexican government probably will buy 
an airplane just like the one in which 
Mrs, Evangeline Lindbergh flew here 
and will return to Detroit. 

William B. Stout, president of the 
Stout Aircraft Corporation, builders of 
the plane, said today that the Mexi- 
can government had negotiated for its 
purchase, but that it was not sold to 
the government as it was desired to 
use it for the return flight of Mrs. 
Lindbergh. He said the government 
probably would purchase another plane 
of this type for around $50,000, al- 
theugh the deal had not been con- 
cluded. 

If the deal is concluded Mexican 
mechanics and aviators will be sent 
to Detroit to study and fly the plane 
there and then, accompanied by a 
Ford pilot, take it to Mexico City. It 
is understood the plane is desired for 
use by government officials on inspec- 
tion tours. 


CALLES GIVEN POWER 
TO MOVE ON DEBTS 


Chamber of Deputies Acts to 
Meet Fund Crises in Pani- 


Lamont Agreement. 


Mexico City, Dec. 27 (A.P.),—Presi- 
dent Calles was granted authority to 
legislate on the public debt matters 
pending by the chamber of deputies 
early today. This was done that he 
might have power to cover the most 
urgent obligation in the best possible 
way. 

The decision was taken because of 


the recess of congress on Decem’ er 31 


and because Mexico has already an- 
nounced inability to fulfill the obliga- 
tions of the Pani-Lamont agreement. 
These can not be fulfilled because of 
the fluctuation of the main source of 
revenues applied to debt service. 

A report of the chamber’s finance 
committee announced that the presi- 
dent intends to apply 12,500,000 pesos 
(roughly $6,250,000) from the regular 
revenues plus 20,000,000 pesos ($10,000,- 
000) from the oil revenues to the debt 
service next year. Also a-iounts ex- 
ceeding the 290,000,000 pesos ($145,- 
000,000) of the estimated revenues in 
the budget which is being discussed by 
congress will be used on debt service.

Mrs. McLaughlin, a director of the so- 


clety, it was announced, has donated 
sufficient funds for the purchase or 
building of a refuge for homeless dogs 
found wandering Chicago’s streets.

“GEORGE WASHINGTON, THE MASON.” 


In memory of George Washington, the 
Mason, the Supreme Council, Scottish Rite 
Masons of the Southern Jurisdiction, has given 
George Washington University $1,000,000 
with which to endow a school of government. 
The fund becomes available at once, and ig to 
be administered entirely by the trustees of 
the university, 

The gift not only is one of the largest ever 
granted any institution in Washington, but it 
is also unique in that no conditions of any sort 
are aitached to its disposition. George Wash- 
ington University is free to establish the school 
of government, and administer it, according to 
its own ideas, Only in this way could an 
entirely independent institution be-created. 

George Washington University is forging to 
the front. Throughout its history it has been 
largely self-supporting. Its trustees have al- 
ways been confronted with the specter of in- 
adequate finances. With a handsome endow- 
ment for the new school, attention can be 
centered upon the task of turning out gradu- 
ates thoroughly versed in and familiar with 
the principles of American Government. 


Nowhere else could a similar institution be . 


created so advantageously. Washington it- 
self constitutes a great laboratory of govern- 
ment. In it students can observe the Consti- 
tution at work, and can watch at first hand the 
development of new ideas. The George Wash- 
ington school of government doubtless will 


‘develop along the lines the Father of His 


Country had in mind when he provided in his 
last will certain funds with which to establish 
a great university in this Capital. The Su- 
preme Council of the Scottish Rite Masons has 
adopted a peculiarly happy means of perpet- 
uating the memory of George Washington, 
the Mason. 


THRIFT REWARDED. 


Shortly before Christmas the banks of Wash- 
ington made their annual distributions to the 
members of their ‘“‘Christmas Savings Clubs.” 
These groups included about 78,000 people, 
who had been making small but regular de- 
posits during the year. The remittances by 
the banks amounted this season to approxi- 
mately $6,000,000. This extraordinary total 
is something of an index, not only of prosperity, 
but of the public mind. 

It is difficult to overestimate the importance 
of these ‘‘Christmas Savings Clubs.”’ Originally 
intended merely as a convenient means of put- 
ting away gift-money until the proper time. 
the ‘‘clubs” have today become the chief means 
of savings and investments upon the part of 
the poorer people of the community., Thrvugh- 
out the country, in city and village alike, the 
“elubs” play an important part in the life of 
the community. As they increase in member- 
ship and capital, the trend of prosperity and 
thrift may be accurately traced. The more 
“clubs,” the more happiness and security. The 
country unquestionably owes the banks a debt 
of gratitude for the invention of a system 
which has worked wonders. 


BOLLING FIELD FIRE. 


The disastrous fire which occurred at Bolling 
Field yesterday morning, destroying thousands 
of dollars worth of quartermaster and aero 
supplies, is the fourth fire of magnitude that 
has visited this air station within a period of 
less than five years. The latest fire was prob- 
ably due to a defective flue in the offices of 
the quartermaster supply building, at one end 
of which stood the aero supply hangar. Within 
five ‘minutes after the fire was detected one 
end of the building was in flames, fed by the 
tar preservative used in the construction of the 
tin roof. 

At a moment when there is much discussion 
of whether or not the Army has sufficient and 
adequate buildings to care for its personnel 
and materiel, this fire goes far to prove that 
there is a most unsatisfactory condition exist- 
ing so far ag provision for fireproof ware- 
houses is concerned. It seems a poor policy of 
economy that will store valuable Government 
property and supplies in buildings of such vul- 
nerability to fire that within five minutes of 
ignition the entire building is a mass of flames. 

Not only is this the fourth fire at Bolling 
Field alone, but there have been other confla- 
grations at other air bases, in all cases de- 
stroying thousands of dollars worth of sup- 
plies. Absolutely fireproof buildings should 
be constructed at all depots where valuable, 
priceless materials are stored. 3

THE YELLOWSTONE GRAB. 


It is a pity that the public, owner af the 
national parks, should be required to rally so 
often to resist the repeated efforts of those who 
seek personal profit by free use of public prop- 
erty; but as the people really do value these 
national parks, no doubt can be entertained 
concerning the final outcome, If the would-be 
invaders could realize this, much time could be 
saved for more constructive, purposes. 

When great numbers of people from all parts 
of the United States travel year after year to 


visit a national park there seems to be little : 


question of its national character. During the 
season of 1927 over 200,000 people visited the 
Yellowstone National Park. Annually the num- 
ber increases. It will not be many years before 
the Bechler Meadows, which are coveted by 
private interests in Idaho, will be needed for 
camp grounds, It is an insult to the pubiic to 
propose that these lands shall be taken away 
from the park and be turned over to irrigation 
and power interests. Every member of Con- 
gress should be on the alert to prevent this 
grab from slipping through. 


RIVAL IRISH ENVOYS. 


} The visit of Eamonn de Valera, who is at 
the present moment in this country, and the 
projected visit of President Cosgrave and some 
of the members.of his cabinet in January next, 
have set the political quidnuncs to speculating 
and to the expression of more or less liaphaz- 
ard conjectures as to the meaning of this ap- 
parently remarkable coincidence. All sorts of 
mysterious motives and camouflaged objectives 
have been assigned to the head of the execu- 
tive government of the Irish Free State and to 
the leader of the main body of the official op- 
position to that government, and the most 
recondite reasons have been sought to explain 
their almost simultaneous appearance on the 
American shore, 

Those eager drawers of: erroneous conclu- 
sions would, of coourse, never be satisfied with 
a simple explanation or one that appears ob- 
viously on the surface. Yet, if they were as 
wise as they pretend to be, they might with 
logic, good sense, and good grace, accept the 
Statements put forward. in advance regarding 
the objects held in view by each set of visitors. 
It is well known that the Fianna Fai] Party. 
of which Mr. de Valera is the recognized chief, 
has long felt the want of a daily newspaper to 
put and keep its views before the people of 
the Irish Free State and especially, of course, 
before the electorate, That the head of that 
party should be seeking mora] and financial 
support for so important an undertaking from 
his admittedly numerous supporters in this 
country is the most natural thing in the world 
and there, without further search, one finds 
a ready reason to account for his present stay 
in our midst. 

President Cosgrave, on the other hand, has 
probably no such immediately utilitarian ob- 
ject in view. His business, following the suc- 
cessful flotation’ of part of the recent Free 
State loan on the New York market, is undoubt- 
edly to forge a further link in the chain of

together ever since the American Revolution- 
ary period, and, by cementing closer the bonds 
of good will, to build. up a greater commer- 
cial connection between Ireland and the United 
States.

The new Morgan partner began his 
banking career shortly after his gradu- 
ation from Yale in 1908 with the Na- 
tional Commercial Bank of Albany.

As general counsel for 
the Illinois Steel Co., Mr. Gary had 
been consulted frequently by interests 
close to the Morgan Bans. 


Why He Hired Lawyers. 


On one occasion he was called in by 
Mr. Morgan himself, for advice on @ 
railway matter involving questions of 
Tllinois law and practice. On hearing 
the details, the Illinois attorney is de- 
cl-red to have given an opinion that 
Morgan’s plan could not be carried out 
legally. 

“Well,” the financie retorted, “I don’t 
know as I want a lawyer to tell me 
what 1 can noi do, I hire him to tell 
me how to do what I waut to do.” 

As president of the Federal Steel Co., 
Mr. Gary conceived the idea of a steel 
combination so stupendous that it 
taxed the imaginations of financiers of 
that day. It would be an organization 
large enough to produce all kinds of 
steel, and at the same time to specialize 
in each one of the various phases of 
the industry. 

When Mr. Gary took his plan to the 
elder Morgan, he failed at first to 
arouse the banker’s enthusiasm. Unde- 
feated, however, Gary enlisted the aid 
of Andrew Carnegie, at that time the 
largest of the American stec: operators. 
Carnegie was ready to sell, the idea of

A dinner, nominal'y a social affair, 
te which Mr. Morgan had been invited, 
was selected as the scene. Charles w.. 
Schwab, now chairman of the Beth- 
lehem Steel Corporation, but then 
president of the Carnsgie Steel Co., was 
assigned to make a speech, outlining 
the plan for the huge steel merger, its 
possibilities and benefits. 

Mr. Schwab was described as a 
young man with a “tongue of gold.” 
His eloquence had a far-reaching ef- 
fect. Morgan was so impressed that 
he adopted the idea with all the energy 
worthy of a project which he after- 
ward characterized as the greatest 
achievement of his career. 

To Gary was assigned the task of 
working up the details. He worked 
with such zeal and received from Mor- 
gan such thorough cooperation that 
the United States Steel Corporation 
was chartered 24% months after the 
epoch-marking dinner, and in April, 
1901, it began business operations as a 
corporate unit. 

Mr. Gary became chairman of the 
board of directors of the new corpora- 
tion and its chief executive officer. 
This position he held until his death. 
Mr. Schwab became the first president 
of the corporation and Robert Bacon, 
a Morgan partner, was the first head 
of the finance committee. The elder 
Morgan continued as a director untii 
his death in 1913, when his son, the 
present J. P. Morgan, took his place on 


the directorate.

Army Stars’ 
Service Is 


Defended 


Statement Says Com- 
parative Few Grid- 
men Resign. 


Britten’s Allegations 
Denied by Academy’s. 
Service Bureau. 


EW YORK, Dec. 27 (A.P.).—Ex- 
ceptions to alleged statements.on 
the use of veteran football play- 

ers as recruits in the Army were made 
today by Maj. Philip Fleming, graduate 
manager of athletics at West Point, 
through the Army information service 
bureau here. The service aan 
said: 

“Waving the ethical points of a 
sister service institution conducting a 
secret investigation of athletic condi- 
tions. at the United States Military 
Academy aside, Maj. Philip Fleming, 
graduate manager of athletics at West 
Point issued a statement Tuesday 
night, (tonight), giving the total num- 
ber of varsity football players since 
1917 at West Point. who whether or 
not they have played college football, 
have resigned from the’ Army. 


“These officers, Maj. Fleming 
stated, are McEwan, Oliphant, 
Vidal, Blaik, Briedster, Garbisch, 
Mulligan and Storck. Before re- 
signing, however, these officers av- 
eraged three years and seven 
months each in commissioned serv- 
ice.” 


“Maj. Fleming added that in the past 
four years a total of 530 captains and 
lieutenants have resigned from the 
Army, of which these eight football 
players represent so small a number 
as to furnish a negligible percentage.” 

The Army service bureau explained 
that no resignations were permitted 
‘until sometime after the war and that 
conditions were unsettled at West 
Point. until 1922, when upward of 1,000 
resigned from the.servict. Hence, it 
was said, to consider that large number 
of resignations would be improper as 
they were caused by a multitude of 
reasons. Therefore, the service bureau 
pointed out, Maj. Fleming’s figures on 
the past four. years served as a reason- 
able gauge. 


Although Maj. FI Fleming’s state- 
ment did not mention specifically 
to whom it was directed, it was un- 
derstood to be an indirect reply to 
Representative Britten, of Ilinois, 
ranking Republican of the House 
naval -committee,-who yesterday 
charged that 80 percent of the 
football stars resigned from the 
Army soon after graduating from 
West Point. 


Maj. Fleming and other officials at 
West Point declined to comment fur- 
ther on the subject from West Point, 
although the matter may be discussed 
again in the near future. B 

According: to military regulations, no 
one with the exception of the superin- 
tendent is allowed a rebuttal in a con- 
troversy such as has arisen by the par- 
seine tion of a member of Congress.

At this meeting Dr. Howard Sav- 
age, of the Carnegie Foundation, 
will read some sort of report on 
the foundation’s investigation of 
intercollegiate football as a social, 
emotional and educational phe- 
nomenon of the country. 


Some people have an idea that the 
doctor’s report will be rather hot stuff, 
but the Carnegie Foundation delivered 
an earlier preliminary report at last 
year’s meeting of the .N. C. A. A., which 
only hamonized with the gentle snores 
of the scant quorum poised in acrobatic 
postures of repose on little gilt chairs 
commonly used for ladies’ bridge tour- 
naments. 

The Coaches Association will meet 


Friday. They probably will talk about 
what an unjust thing it is to give the 
coaches so little voice in the framing 
of the rules, in the evident belief that 
if there, must be more and funnier 
rules, their sense of humor should be 
consulted. 

As they leave the meeting room, 
salesmen representing big sporting 
goods factories will entice’ them into

19,000 Cases Are Held Up; 
Involve $500,000,000. 


ATTEMPT TO FOLLOW 
COURT RULES BLAMED 


Addresses Economic Associa- 
tions; Labor Legislation 
Also Discussed. 


Application of the Income tax law to 
the larger and more complicated cases 
“has been characterized by vacillation, 
delay, and demoralizing uncertainty,” 


Prof. Thomas Sewall Adams, of Yale, 
president of the American Economic As- 
@ociation, declared last night at the 
Washington Hotel at a joint meeting 
of the economic association, the Amer- 
ican Statistical Association and the 
American Association for Labor Legis- 
lation. 

Prof. Adams’ address brought to a 
close a score of meetings throughout 
the day of the sixteen organizations 
meeting here as the annual gathering 
of the American Cruncil of Learned 
Societies. More than 2,000 scientists 
are gathered for the sessions, which are 
being held at the Washington and Wil- 
lard Hotels. 

In making his attack on the admin- 
istration of the income tax law, the 
professor asserted that there are now 
more than 19,000 undecided cases be- 
fore the board of tax appeals, and that 
these cases involve aggregate defi- 
ciencies of approximately %550.000,000. 
He said that at the rate petitions are 
being filed with the board they exceed 
by more than 200 the. cases disposed 
of in a month. 

“This situation, in my opinion,” the 
speaker continued, “is largely—but not 
wholly—the product of a misplaced and 
legalistic ideal which led our adminis- 
trative authorities to pattern their work 
on the model of American court pro- 
cedure. 


Court Decision Expected. 


“They have assumed, almost uncon- 
sciously, that there is in each tax case 
@ precisely determinable legal liability, 
and that every disputed point, to be de- 
cided rightly, must be finally decided 
by the Supreme Court of the United 
States. 

“In tens of thousands of cases 
there is no precisely determinable legal 
liability; and the income tax turns 
up new questions in such volume thct 
no system of courts could ever possibly 
decide them. We need to see that the 
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calling for the annual assessment of 
Millions of taxpayers is a wholesale 
job and can not be conducted after the 
manner of a lawsuit.” 

Prof. Adams said that “while tax- 
ation may not have started as a 
Class struggle and while the class ele- 
ment is modified in the United States 
by the operation of constitutional re- 
quirements and inhibitions, modern 
taxation or tax making in its most 
characteristic aspect is a group contest 
in which powerful interests vigorously 
endeavor to rid themselves of present 
or proposed tax burdens. 

It is, first of all, a hard game in 
which he who trusts wholly to eco- 
nomics, reason and justice will retire 
beaten and disillusioned. 

“The first impulse of 3 healthy hu- 
man being,” he continued, “when 
threatened with a tax, is to resist. 
But to resist successfully the individual 
must work in and with a group; and 
insensbly the raw, egotistic impulse 
which accepts group standards and a 
group ethic. 

“The shallow sentimentalism of the 
parlor idealist and the narrow zeal of 
the fanatical idealist, result in little 
good and much harm in the field of 
taxation.” 

Discussing labor legislation and the 
business mind, Sam Lewisohn, 
presédent of the American Association 
for Labor Legislation, addressed the 
joint meeting last night. 

‘There is still too large a group of 
industrialists who regard social legis- 
lation as a piece of fussy priggery,” he 
said. “On the other hand, there has 
been a gradual increase in enlighten- 
ment since the close of the eighteenth 
century, and the economic and psycho- 
logical situation seems promising for 
the creation of a different attitude, 
*.“To accelerate this process two com- 
plementary courses are open, the one 
fo educate the embryo business man at 

hool and university and professional 

stitute, to an appreciation of the 
place of social legislation in our in- 
@ustrial structure; secondly, to culti- 
Vate the newer type of business execu- 
tive already in active life whose mind 
is ready for a broader social point of 
view. ; 
' “In taking part in this educational 
cess, those interested in labor legis-

Bureau Director Tilford Holds 
Machinery Inadequate, at 
Legislation Meeting. 


COMPLETE SURVEY URGED 


Firing the opening broac..ide at the 
four-day meeting of the American As- 
sociation for Labor Legislation at the 
W-chington Hotel yesterday, Fred Tel- 
ford, director of the Uni.ed States Pub- 
lic Personnel Bureau, charged the Gov- 
ernment’s personnel system with “du- 
plication, inefficiency and downright 
lawlessness.” 

There is no specific legislation, or ad- 
ministrat:ve machinery, for the classifi- 
cation and compensation of more than 
100,000 Gov rnment positions, he de- 
clared, and more than 125,000 positions 
under the Goverrment are not now 
fiNed by the selective proces~ set up by 
aw.

Dr. F. C. Mills Points Out the 
Future of Business to 
Learned Societies. 


DISTRIBUTION CENSUS 
REGARDED AS NECESSITY 


Chain Stores and Betterment 
of Agriculture Also Are 
Topics at Meeting. 


A stable or slowly declining price 
level will prevail in the United States 
during the next ten or twenty years, 
according to present tendencies, Dr. 
Frederick C. Mills, of Columbia: Uni- 
veraity, declared at a joint meeting of 
the American Economic and the Amer- 
ican Statistical Associations at the 
Washington yesterday, when those 
groups met in connection with the an- 
nual convention of the American Coun- 
cil of. Learned Societies. 

Increasing stability of individual 
prices and of business in general was 
predicted, with a decline in the im- 
portance of speculative elements in 
dealings in commodities. Dr. Mills 
foresees a slow but sustained increase 
in the purchasing power of agricul- 
tural products and a gain in the real 
earnings of manufacturing labor at a 
rate somewhat greater than that which 
prevailed before the war. He gave a 
summary of recent developments 
against the background of prewar price 
movements in a paper on “Postwar 
Prices and Prewar Trends,” prepared 
after a study of the price records for 
the years 1890 to 1927, inclusive. 

A national census of distribution, 
such as has just been completed by 
the Census Bureau in twelve cities, is 
practicable and should be undertaken 
by the Government, Dr. Melvin T. 
Copeland, professor of marketing, Har- 
vard Graduate School of Business Ad- 
yep ad told the meeting yester- 

ay. 

In the twelve cities in which the ex- 
perimental census was taken it was 
found possible to secure complete re- 
turns, and the results of the tabula- 
tions unquestionably are of signifi- 
cance to business men and to students 
of business problems, he said. 


Desirable Changes Made. 


One desirable changé, he indicated, is 
a@ revision of the classifications of prod- 
ucts in conformance with commercial 
practice, and also a change in the re- 
porting of statistics oh capital invested. 

Nowhere in the United Sates is 
wholesale business being conducted by 
settled methods, Dr. Copeland charged. 
A fundamental struggle as to how the 
wholesale function is to be performed 
is under way, he said, and ma  whole- 
salers are still dodging the real issue, 
which he declared to be tWat the whole- 
saler, to continue operation, must be- 
come more a distributor and less a 
trader. 

A large part of the unsettlement is 
due to wholesalers’ demands for wider 
gross margins; hand-to-mouth buying 
by wholesalers; inadequate methods of 
stock control and sales management, 
and the development of private brands 
by wholesalers, he stated. 

The notable price decline from 1925 
to 1927 has not been occasioned by a 
shortage of gold and is not the initial 
stage of a long-time price-decline move- 
ment, Dr. Lionel D. Edie, of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, told the meeting. 

Unless thwarted by some fortuitous 
event, however, the initial stage of such 
a long-time decline may be very clearly 
and acutely felt about 1935, he said. 
He suggested the adoption of a pro- 
gressive international pooling of gold 
reserves by. mutual agreement, involv- 
ing an international Federal Reserve 
System or gold league of nations. 

Prof. N. S. B. Gras, of the Harvard 
School of Business, told the meeting 
that Harvard is assembling thousands 
of old business records to be studied 
under the case system in the school. 
He declared that while situations of 
the past may never find their exact 
counterpart in the present, the same or 
similar business forces are at work, and 
a study of business history forewarns 
students of business trends. 


Safety in Business History. 


Business history will never let an 
impending recurrence of a crisis come 
without warning, he said. Records al- 
ready included in the new Harvard 
business record library are those of 
the first iron works in Massachusetts; 
the books of the Slater mills, the first 
genuine factory in the cotton industry 
of America, and many other old and 
valuable business data. 

Hand-to-mouth buying is a logical 
development and although not a new 
movement, it has been given added im- 
petus by certain developments of post- 
war years, Dr. F. E. Clark, professor of 
marketing at Northwestern University, 
declared. 

Among the causes, he said, the most 
outstanding was the fear of falling 
prices and reduced purchases such as 
developed in 1920 and 1921 following 
the orgy of buying which had prevailed 
in 1919. The second immediate cause, 
he attributed to an increased fear of 
style changes. Two types of style 
changes—basic and seasonal—are now 
given careful consideration, he said, 
and have stampeded consumers to 
hand-to-mouth buying. 

Joseph 8. Davis, of the Food, Re- 
search Institute of Sanford University, 
told the meeting that the United 
States Census Bureau, in his opinion, 
suffers from “chronic financial malnu- 
trition.” 

It is generally believed, he said, that 
the inadequacies in enumeration in 
some of the agriculture census is due 
in no small measure to the low rate 
of pay for the enumeraiors. 


Agricultural Statistics Doubted. 


Federal agricultural statistics do not 
command confidence, he declared, and 
it is important that measures be taken 
to increase the accuracy and degree of
